Where Armament 
Inspection Failed 


Initial meetings of the five power U N. sub­ 
committee on disarmament were marked by th* 
same cordial and friendly atmosphere that per­ 
vaded the summit meeting at Geneva. But there is 
not much encouragement to be found in another 
meeting on a roughly similar subject half way 
around the world at Panmtinjom 


There 
the 
United 
Nations 
command 
has 
thrown up its hands in disgust after two years of 
experience with an attempt to limit armaments and 
preparations for war in North and South Korea. 
The whole neutral inspection setup, it says, ought 
to be junked because it has proved “ unworkable 
and valueless.” 


It has been unworkable because the so-called 
neutrals chosen to represent the Communist side — 
Poland and Czechoslovakia— have never operated 
in good faith. They have thwarted and blocked at 
every turn the efforts of the inspection commission 
to inspect Communist 
military installations in 
North Korea. 


According to the Swiss and Swedes, the other 
neutral* on the commission, they have persistently 
refuged lo agree to allow the group to check com­ 
plaint* of truce violations in the Communist north. 


What ha* happened in Korea is a warning that 


the West cannot look to Communist good faith to 
make similar systems of inspection work in Russia 
and the West. No system will be worth trying un­ 
less it is set up in such a manner that there will he 
true and fair inspection that can he depended upon 
to reveal whether any nation is getting ready to 
make war.

Truman, For Change, Joins Conservative Side

Significance Of Turkey 


There are two ways of looking at all so-called inter­ 


national question: One is to view every question from the 


standpoint of a particular nation other than the United 


States; the other is to attempt to view problems from the 


standpoint of the United States. 
There are those who 


try to have what they believe to be a universal position 


without any regard to any particular country. I do not 


understand how this is accomplished intellectually or 


emotionally. 


Turkey is a specific American problem as long as 


the United States continues to pursue the Truman Acheron 


"Containment P o licy." which the Fisenhower administra­ 


tion has finally settled for after experimenting in other 


directions. Our object seems to he to contain the Soviet 


Universal State within its present boundaries and at 


Geneva, the Russians apparently accepted that program 


for the present. Turkey and Greece are two anchors of 


the ‘ Containment Po licy." Both are important and if 


these countries destroyed their alliance with each other 


and with the United States, it would be harmful to the 


United States. Both countries are in NATO and are, 


with Yugoslavia 
combined into the 
Balkan Alliance. 


They ought to remain that way from the standpoint of 


the best interests of the I nited Stales and the peace 


of the world. 


Unfortunately these relation* ere disturbed over 


Cyprus, sn island which is predom inant Greek bv 


language and religion hut which lies hard-hy the 


shores of Turkey hke a cork in a bottle. In the hands 


of an enemy of Turkey, Cyprus can totally neutralize 


that country and destroy its economy. 


Cyprus is now a British colony and the Turks would 
prefer to keep it that way. So would the United States. 
Despite all the agitation to the contrary, it is probable 
that the wisest men in Greece realize how dangerous it is 
to disturb the world over Cyprus, but the agitation for 
uniting Cyprus with Greece has become so potent that no 
public man in Greece dares to present all the dangers of 
unnecessary change at this time. Prem ier Adnan Men­ 
d e rs of Turkey has this to say on the subject: 
"To those who, on the strength of their handful of a 
majority in Cyprus want to create fresh problems for the 
world, we are compelled to ask What was their business 
on the outskirts of Ankara1" It must he clear to all that 
a large part of the Turkish coast is surrounded by fort­ 
resses belonging to other countries observing and threat­ 
ening us. Cyprus is at present a safe area, hut in this 
regard, Cyprus is an extension of Anatolia and it forms 
one of the essential points of its security. 


‘i f a change iv therefore contemplated in the 


status of the island, this change must be based not 


on ethnic grounds, but on other much more important 


facts and realities and it must he returned lo Turkey. 


Our delegation which is going lo Condon will defend 


• he miintenance of the status quo as a minimum 


eondition. The maintenance of the status quo is lh* 


only way in which all kinds of differences ran he 


solved ” 


Turkey does not wish to fight over Cyprus or annex if 
but there is little question that Turkey will fight if 
Cyprus is to be transferred from Great Britain to Greece. 
It would be a pity if two line peoples, our allies, get into 
a war and what i i more, should such a war occur, the 
United States could not long be neutral. It would be 
forced by all the circumstances of our relations with 
Great Britain to support Turkey in this quarrel. And that 
would have to happen despite the enormous Greek popu­ 
lation in the I nited States which would protest such 
action 
It would be preferable to keep the status quo 
until major problems are solved 
In hi* statement, the 
Turkish Premier said 


‘‘Rut I wish to make a definite slalement to the 


effect that this country will not tolerate in any was 


• ny changes in the status quo of Cyprus, either now 


or In the future, which would prejudice the interests 


of our country." 


W ASHINGTO N - It 
isn t often 
thai lormer President Harry Tru­ 
man. once leader of the Demo­ 
cratic party and perhaps its real 
leader today, is on the same side 
of the argument as conservatives 
like Representative Daniel Reed of 
New 
York, 
ranking 
Republican 
n ember of the House Wax* and 
Means 
Committee, 
and 
Senator 
Byrd of V irginia, Democrat, chair­ 
man of the Senate Finance Com­ 
mittee. 


For M r. Truman's latest declara 
tion that there should be no tax 
reduction, even if the budget is 
balanced 
next 
year, 
is 
exactly 
what Mr. Reed said several days 
before on his return from Europe. 


Actually, fhe secretary of the 
treasury, George Humphrey, hasn't 
said positively that the Republican 
administration would recommend 
tax reduction but, when he told of 
the prospective balance in the bud­ 
get, he mentioned that tax reduc­ 
tion would be "possible." That * 
a far different thing from saying 
the administration is yet ready to 
recommend it. 


Implicit Admission of Prosperity 


Mr. Truman also said the time 
to retire the national debt is when 
the country is prosperous. 
This 
is an implicit admission, of course, 
that under the Republican regime 
prosperity 
has 
a c t u a l l y 
been 
achieved, 
which 
is 
somehow 
in 
contradiction of the many prophe­ 
sies of gloom made by the Demo. 
crats in Congress all through 1954. 
In fact, they ignored the Truman 
philosophy 
in 
March 
1955 when 
they tried to put through Congress 
a plan to cut everybody’s taxes 
bv $20 bet ause they said it would 
increase the purchasing power of 
the lower income groups. 
Now, if the economists who write 
fhe speeches for the Democratic 
leaders are no longer going to in- 
sist that the country is suffering

a terrible unemployment crisis or 


is in a “ recession," then the obvi­ 


ous tack for them to take is that 


taxes should not he reduced This 


has been the position of the Demo­ 


crats right along when they were 


in power. 
In the next session of Congress, 
therefore, the Democrats, logically 
should be against any lax reduc­ 
tion whatsoever and should tie op­ 
posing any Republican efforts sup­ 
posedly to unbalance the budget by 
tax revision. It will be interesting 
to see how' many Democrats favor 
tax reduction at the next session. 
A split in the party is certain 
Senator Byrd will have no diffi­ 
culty being consistent tm this mat­ 
ter because he was the first to 
speak out when Secretary Humph 
rev mentioned fhe possibility of 
tax reduction.

premature reduction in taxes

some time that the revenue would 
exceed the Treasury’* estimates, 
but we should not rely upon this
